There was a renewal of the attempts to 
take issue with the American conten 
lion as to the meaning of the protocol 
clause relative to the disposition of the 
Philippines, and much quibbling, ac 
companied by quotations from French, 
Spanish and other European languages 
lh the effort to demonstrate to Ameri 
caus just'YWiat an English word might 
mean. The latter will take no notice of 
tins kind of a hair-solitting plea, but at 
today’s meeting, it is expected, will call 
nu the Spanish commissioners to make 
answer to the American proposition to 
cede the Philippines* probably allowing 
amil Monday or Tuesday only for a 
final and responsive answer on this 
point. 
Serious news came to the navy de­ 
partment ybm Admiral Dewey touch­ 
ing the situation in the Philippines. 
the admiral sent two of his warships, 
die Charleston and the Concord, some

Columbus, Nov. 19.—Warden Coffin 
af the ()hio penitentiary decided to ask 
for a special grand jury to indict Con­ 
victs Frank O’Neill and John Atkinson 
for the murder of Guard Lauterbach. 
Although there have been numerous at­ 
tempts made by prisoners to take the 
lives of guards, Lauterbach is the first 
guard killed in tile institution since 
1N43 
Atkinson aud O’Neill’s plan to 
escape is the most d; sperate ever known 
at the penitentiary. 
Both men were 
amu d to the teeth and they expected 
to scale the walls, which arc patrolled 
by guards amani with Winchesters. 
They expected to keep up a I us lade at 
the wall guards while running aud take 
chances on being wounded or killed. 
Atkinson’s arm and shoulder are terri­ 
bly shattered his condition is very seri- 
ous. 
Co lu m bu s, Nov. 19.—Convicts O’Neil 
aud Atkinson, who are serving 15 years 
each for robbery, committed in Cleve­ 
land, made a bold attempt to escape 
from the state penitentiary. One, hav­ 
ing possession of a revolver, covered his 
face with a handkerchief and went into 
the broom shop,where he held up Guard 
Lime aud took his revolver. He then 
returned to the hoe shop, where the 
other man joined him, aud they opened 
fire on Guard Lauterbaugh, who was in 
charge of that departmeut. The guard 
was shot three times and almost in­ 
stantly killed. 
Guard Gnmp was the first on the 
scene and, taking in the situation at a 
glance, opened fire on the two prisoners. 
This was returned and a regular battle 
was in progress until the revolvers of 
ail the participants were emptied. Con­ 
vict Atkinson was shot down and seri­ 
ously injured. As soon as the gun’s 
were emptied Guard Gump rushed in 
with his cane and beat O’Neil until he 
surrendered. The men were taken to 
the hospital, where their injuries were 
attended to. 
_ 
The other prisoners in the shop where 
the shooting occurred took no part in 
the affair, bat it is understood.that they 
stood ready to follow if the efforts of 
the two leaders proved successful. Pre­ 
vious to making the outbreak one of the 
two prisoners forced a third man to 
place a ladder against the outside of the 
penitentiary wall so that when they had 
fought their way out of the shops they 
could shoot down the wall guard and 
make their escape by that route. 
O’Neil and Atkinson are serving 
their third terms. Atkinson said that 
O’Neil received two gun# on the Fourth 
of July, when visitors were allowed in 
the prison. They were hidden by At­ 
kinson, the two men deciding to wait 
for fall before trying to escape. 
They had been waiting for three 
weeks for an opportunity. 
Atkinson was shot twice in the right 
arm aud O’Neil has two severe sci lp 
wounds. Neither was fatally hurt.

Although there have been numerous at­ 
tempts made by prisoners to take the 
lives of guards, l^auterbach is the first 
guard killed in the institution since

At kinson and O’Neill’s plan to 
escape is the most d sporule ever known 
at the penitentiary. 
Beth men were 
arim ti to the teeth and they expected 
to scab' the walls, which are patrolled 
by guards armed with Winchesters. 
I hey expected to keep up a lus lade ut 
the wall guards while running aud take 
chances on being wounded or killed. 
Atkinson’s arm arid shoulder are terri­ 
bly shattered his condition is very seri­ 
ous. 
Co l u m b u s, Nov. 19.—Convicts O’Neil 
and Atkinson, who are serving 15 years 
each for robbery, committed in Cleve­ 
land, mude a bold attempt to escape 
from the state penitentiary. One, hav­ 
ing possession of a revolver, covered his 
face with a handkerchief and went into 
the broom shop, where he held ap Guard 
Lime aud took his revolver. He then 
returned to the hoe shop, where the 
other man joined him, aud they opened 
fire on Guard Lauterbaugh, who was in 
charge of that department. 
The guard 
was shot three times and almost in­ 
stantly killed. 
Guard Gnmp was the first on the 
scene and, taking in the situation at a 
glance, opened fire on the two prisoners. 
This was returned and a regular battle 
was in progress until the revolvers of 
all the participants were emptied. Con­ 
vict Atkinson was shot down and seri­ 
ously injured. 
As soon as the gun’s 
were emptied Guard Gump rushed in 
with his cane and beat O’Neil until be 
surrendered. The men were taken to 
the hospital, where their injuries were 
attended to. 
The other prisoners in the shop where 
the shooting occurred took no part in 
the affair, bat it is understood.that they 
stood ready to follow if the efforts of 
the two leaders proved snccessful. Pre­ 
vious to making the outbreak one of the 
two prisoners forced a third man to 
place a ladder against the outside of the 
penitentiary wall so that when they had 
fought their way out of the shops they 
could shoot down the wall guard and 
make their escape by that route. 
O’Neil 
and Atkinson are serving 
their third terms. 
Atkinson said - that 
O’Neil received two gnus on the Fourth 
of July, when visitors were allowed in 
the prison. They were hidden by A t­ 
kinson, the two men deciding to wait 
for fall before trying to escape. 
They had been waiting for three 
weeks for an opportunity. 
Atkinson was shot twice in the right 
arm aud O’Neil has two severe sc. Ip 
wounds. 
Neither was fatally hurt.

PORTO RICO WOMEN. 


T h e y S h u n M a r e K n e r x j r m i d I n d u n - 
t r y T h a n t h e M e n . 
In Porto Rico, according to reports of 
army men, the native women seem to 
be the energetic members of the house­ 
hold. 
The men are decidedly indolent. 
Many women went into the camps of 
the invading army of the United states 
and offered for small sums to do the 
mending and laundering. Their method 
of washing was a curiosity to the sol­ 
diers, who often stood and watched 
them, for they wash in the streams and 
use stones in lieu of washboards, then 
spread the garments on the foliage to 
dry. 
Some of the women keep small Mores, 
in which they sell nearly everything i 
from a paper of pins toatart. A loaf of 
bread such as is sold hem for 5 cents 
they divide into pieces and sell them for 
2 cents each, the people preferring to 
buy only sufficient for each meal, or as 
they want it, instead of iu a quantity. 
Some of tin; natives on visiting camp 
were shocked when told that th** sol­ 
diers were each given a whole loaf of 
bread each day and ate it. too. 
Said a 
member of the Sixteenth Pennsylvania 
to a New York Tribune representative: ! 
"One woman told me if I would only 
be more saving and sell half my loaf 
each day I would soon he able to start 
a store and would do well. I don't know 
what she would have said bad she seen 
me pay $i tor a pie on my way up from 
Porto Rico. 
The women are certainly * 
tho workers down there.” 
"Oh, you fellow’s think you know how 
to eat pie," said a western boy. “ but 
just come to Wisconsin with us and see i 
the bad attacks of consumption we’ll I 
display when we tackle the homemade I 
bread aud pie that only Wisconsin j 
mothers know how to make.

Porto Rican senoritas bad such 
offer about pay day, they would 
make their fortunes.”

A rticle* o f Priceless W orth K ep t In 
the National Mnseam. 
One of the most interesting relics iu 
the National museum at Washington is 
the camp chest used by Washington 
throughout the Revolution. It is a com­ 
pact affair about the size of a tourist’s 
wicker chest for cooking of the present 
day>

ing of tinder box, pepper and salt 
boxes, bottles, knives, forks, gridiron 
and plates.

The headquarters of 
the society are at Baltimore, and local 
councils of the society may, upon ap­ 
proval of the executive council, he form­ 
ed in any community. 
Membership iii the society is open to 
all patriotic white Americans. Applica­ 
tions for membership must be approved 
by the executive council. Men and wom­ 
en sharo equally in the honors and du­ 
ties of membership. The badge is a cir­ 
cular field of dark blue enamel, the edge 
of the field being worked into 18 points. 
On the field are 18 golden stars encir­ 
cling the letters “ L, W. F .,” which 
stand for the motto of the society. This 
is, “ Lest We Forget.” 
The executive officers wear signet 
rings in the form of eagles’ claws grasp­ 
ing a card, upon which are engraved the 
letters “ L. W. F .” and the insignia of 
the rank of the wearer. The member­ 
ship fee, payable to the National socie­ 
ty, is $1 yearly. Patrons and patron­ 
esses pay $5 each year, and life mem­ 
bers pay $100 in one payment The lo- | 
cal fees are regulated by the local conn- i 
oils. The local councils have great free- j 
dom of action. 
All that is required of ! 
them is unswerving fidelity to the par- | 
poses of the National society, the pay­ 
ment of the dues and certain work on 
Memorial day. All other work is left 
to the local authorities. 
The purposes of the society are the 
building of a battle monument to the 
heroic dead of the Spanisb-American 
war and the creation of a fund from 
which to provide memorial lectures 
commemorating the brave deeds of both 
the fallen heroes and courageous sur­ 
vivors of the last war. By means of 
these examples the society hopes to in­ 
culcate and foster trne patriotism. It 
will issue from time to time to the 
press copy for readable articles of a 
patriotic nature. The main objeot of 
the society is “ to train the youth of the 
laud, by the examples of the last war, 
in good citizenship and earnest patriot­ 
ism.” —New York Tribune. 


DOORS OF VENEER. 


flo o r® . N o t E v e * H ie S to re C o s t­ 
ly . N u d e o f ’'♦•lid W o o d . 
The very finest of doors are made 
nowadays of veneer on a hdfly of pine. 
Even when made of mahogany or some 
other costly w ood doors have to be ve­ 
neered . 
The body of the door is made 
of a plain, straight grained mahogany, 
while the surfaces are veneers of fine 
wood. 
• 
In the finest doors the body is made 
of selected white pine, free from sap 
and perfectly seasoned, which is cut in­ 
to narrow strips aud then glued to­ 
gether. The outer edges of this door are 
faced with what is called a veneer, but 
which is really a strip of the fine wood 
half an inch or more in thickness. The 
inner edges of the frame, by the panels, 
are covered in the same manner with 
thick strips, in which the ornamental 
moldings or carvings are made and 
which are grooved to receive the panels. 
This built up frame of white pine, 
with edges of the fine wood, is then 
veneered with the fine wood. Iu some 
lighter doors the panels may be of solid 
mahogany, hot in the finer, larger and 
heavier doors the panels also are made 
of sheets of white pine with a veneering 
of the fine wood, so that the entire door 
is veneered. 
It would lie difficult, if not impossi­ 
ble, to procure at any cost mahogany 
lumber in tine and beautiful woods of 
sufficient size for the larger doors. The 
built up aud veneered door of pine 
wood, however, has every appearance 
of a solid door, aud, made of selected 
veneers, it may be more beautiful than 
a solid door would be. It is more serv­ 
iceable and remains longer perfect. Its 
cost is about half what a solid door 
would cost.—New York Sun.

In that 
letter the soldier states that six mem­ 
bers of the Wichita company are en­ 
gaged to marry Cuban girls and that 
many other members of the regiment 
are in love with Cuban and half breed 
Spanish women, who are said to be un­ 
usually good looking and attractive. 
There were a number of married men 
among the recruits and others who bad 
promised to marry Wichita girls on 
their return. It is the women who un­ 
willingly allowed their sweethearts to 
go to Cuba that are most worried. They 
are afiaid their “ meu” will fall prey 
to the attractions of the tropical amo­ 
rettos and never come back to them. The 
letter says that it is probable that if the 
colored troops remain there a year al­ 
most one-balf of them will marry na­ 
tives and remain there.

So all generous natures 
spontaneously gash ont with helpfulness 
to others, and are happiest when mak­ 
ing others happy.

ceive from others they are pleased, be­ 
cause they recognized in others the same 
blessed springs of action they possess 
themselves and share in the happiness 
of mutual possession. 
The devout soul sees God in all be 
bas of goods and blessings. 
He recog­ 
nizes the Divine One as everywhere 
present in the world in power and mer­ 
ciful kindness. He recognizes bis obliga­ 
tion to the Lord for life and all its bene­ 
fits.

Ganea— How It Waa Discovered. 


The Cincinnati section of the Ameri­ 
can Chemical society has started its 
series of fall and winter meetings most 
auspiciously, 
th e chemists, engineers 
and professional men of the city who 
received the cordial welcome of Pro­ 
fessor T. H. Norton to the initial meet­ 
ing of the chemical lecture room at the 
university buildings were favored with 
an exceedingly interesting paper by Dr. 
Alfred Springer on that latest acquisi­ 
tion to the family of elements—etherion. 
The discovery of this by the eminent 
American 
electrician 
and scientist, 
Charles F. Brush, has started discussion 
in the scientific circles of the world, and 
if the theories connected with it are es­ 
tablished 
the discovery bids fair to 
rank with the most important of the 
century. 
Dr. Springer said the last decade of 
the nineteenth century has been as rich 
in new discoveries as it had been icono­ 
clastic in upsetting theories aud facts 
that before were considered well estab­ 
lished. In the past two years new gases 
before unsuspected have been discovered, 
and these—argon, helium, neon and 
uietargon—now rank among tho splen 
did triumphs of modem chemistry. 
Brash ie content to call etherion a 
gas. It may bo an element, but tho d is­ 
coverer does not claim this. He oven in­ 
timates that further investigating may 
show it to consist of several elementary 
gases. It presents phenomena, however, 
such as are given by no known gases, j 
and its properties are extraoidinary. 
It i 
is a constituent of the atmosphere and j 
occurs occluded in many substances. Its I 
chief characteristics, as pointed out by 
Dr. Springer, is its enormous heat con­ 
ductivity at 
low vacuum 
pressure. 
Brush discovered the new gas while 
making a series of high vacuum experi­ 
ments. 
His apparatus was the modified Mc­ 
Leod gauge and a thermometer. 
When 
the glass of the apparatus was heated 
after a vacuum had been produced, he 
saw that gas was evolved from the 
glass, rapidly at first, then more slow­ 
ly, bot never stopping till the tempera­ 
ture was reduced. On cooling the gas 
was partially reabsorbed. Some always 
remained unabsorbed. 
Brush tried to 
make absorption complete by introduc­ 
ing pulverized glass into the vaonnm, 
and in doing this discovered the most 
phenomenal property of the new gas. 
With pulverized soda glass and a good 
vaouum it was found that by continu­ 
ous reduction of pressure a point was 
reached where the new gas contracted 
heat 20 times as fast as hydrogen, the 
latter being hitherto the fastest heat 
conductor among known gases. This cir 
cumstauce convinced Brush he had dis­ 
covered an entirely new gas, with heat 
conducting capacity immensely beyond 
any before known. 
Several other substances, such aa 
pine wood charcoal, gave off the new 
gas. Brush kept the pulverized glass at 
a high heat for several days in the at­ 
tempt to deprive it of all the new gas 
in it. He believes the gas resides in the 
glass, not merely on it. He found that 
simply exposure to the air was sufficient 
to rejuvenate the glass from which the 
gas had been taken. 
The molecular velocity of hydrogen 
at the temperature of melting ice 
5,571 feet a second, while the molecular 
velocity of the new gas is 557,100 feet, 
or 105 miles a secoud. At this rate Mr. 
Brash says that it would be impossible 
for the new gas to remain iu the atmos­ 
phere or to be hound to the earth as the ( 
atmosphere is, and he infers consequent­ 
ly that it extends through all space. 
It | 
forms probably less than oue-milliouth 
part of the earth’s atmosphere, and from 
what has beeu ascertained concerning it 
it follows that it is 10,000 times lighter 
than hvdiogeu. 
Mr. Brush has named 
the new gas “ etherion,” signifying 
“ high in the heavens,” 
It is among the probabilities that the 
new gas may replace the present ether 
hypothesis, which is doing duty for 
science in explaining the phenomena of 
light and electricity, and show that the 
medium for these is not a continuous 
ether, 
but gaseous molecules, 
with 
modes of motion yet unknown. 
Dr. 
Springer drew attention to many inter­ 
esting features of Brush’s discovery and 
the bearing it will have on future sci- 
euce.—Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

Corn exports also exceed last year s, 
9 mounting tor the week to 2,905,720 
bushels, against 2,722,457 bushels last 
ye.tr, aud tor two weeks of November 
have been 5,056,051 bushels, against 
7,197,098 bushels last year. 
Mute ship­ 
ments after the middle of November 
go far to warrant the belief that the 
foreign demand for this grain is des­ 
tined to bo greater than has oeen ex­ 
pected. 
Tho woolen manufactures have gained 
iu orders for the coming season, which 
justifies the heavy buying of materials 
leoently seen, and there are also bettor 
orders for speedy delivery, but the de­ 
mand is not large, and much machinery 
is still waiting idly.

relatively high.

The C incinnati section of the A m eri­ 
can Chem ical society haw started Its 
series of fall and w inter m eetings most 
auspiciously. 
Tho chem ists, engineers 
and professional men of the city who 
received the cordial welcome of P ro ­ 
fessor T. H. N orton to the in itial m eet­ 
ing of the chem ical lecture room at the 
university buildings w ere favored w ith 
an exceedingly interesting paper by Dr. 
A lfred Springer on th at latest acquisi­ 
tion to the fam ily of elem ents— etberion. 
The discovery of th is by the em inent 
Am erican 
electrician 
and 
scientist, 
C harles F. B rush, has started discussion 
in the scientific circles of the world, and 
if the theories connected w ith it are es­ 
tablished 
the discovery bids fair to 
rank w ith the m ost im portant of th e 
century. 
Dr. .Springer said the last decade of 
the nineteenth cen tu ry has been as rich 
in new discoveries as it had been icono­ 
clastic in upsetting theories aud facts 
th a t before wore considered w ell estab­ 
lished. Iii the past tw o years new gases 
before unsuspected have been discovered, 
and these— argon, helium , neon 
aud 
inetargon— now ran k am ong tho splen­ 
did trium phs of m odern chem istry. 
Brush is content to call etberion a 
gas. It m ay bo an elem ent, but tho dis­ 
coverer does not claim this. He even in ­ 
tim ates th at fu rth e r investigating may 
show it to consist of several elem entary 
gases. It presents phenom ena, however, 
such as are given by no known gases, 
and its properties are extraordinary. 
It 
is a constituent of th e atm osphere and 
occurs occluded in m any substances. Its 
chief characteristics, as pointed out by 
Dr. Springer, is its enorm ous heat con­ 
du ctiv ity at 
low vacuum 
pressure 
B rush discovered th e new gas w hile 
m aking a series of h igh vacuum experi 
m ents. 
H is apparatus w as th e modified Mc 
Le od gauge and a therm om eter. 
W hen 
th e glass of the ap p aratu s was heated 
a fte r a vacuum had been produced, he 
saw th at gas w as evolved from th e 
glass, rapidly at first, then more slow ­ 
ly, b at never stopping till the tem pera­ 
tu re was reduced. 
On cooling th e gas 
w as p artially reabsorbed. 
Some alw ays 
rem ained unabsorbed. 
Brush tried to 
m ake absorption com plete by introduc­ 
ing pulverized glass into the vacuum , 
and in doing th is discovered the m ost 
phenom enal property of the new gas. 
W ith pulverized soda glussaud a good 
vacuum it was found th a t by coutinu- 
ous reductiou of pressure a point w as 
reached w here the new gas contracted 
heat 20 tim es as fast as hydrogen, the 
latter being h ith erto the fastest heat 
conductor am ong know n gases. T his c ir­ 
cum stance convinced B rush he had d is­ 
covered an entirely new gas, w ith heat 
conducting capacity im m ensely beyond 
any before know n. 
Several other substances, 
such as 
pine wood charcoal, gave off th e new 
gas. 
Brush kept the pulverized glass at 
a high heat for several days in the a t­ 
tem pt to deprive it of all the new gas 
in it. He believes th e gas resides in th e 
glass, not m erely on it. 
He found th a t 
sim ply exposure to th e a ir w as sufficient 
to rejuvenate the glass from w hich the 
gas had been taken. 
The m olecular velocity of hydrogen 
a t the tem perature of m elting ice is 
5,571 feet a second, w hile the m olecular 
velocity of the new gas is 557,100 feet, 
or 105 m iles a secoud. 
A t this ra te Mr. 
B rush says th at it w ould be im possible 
for the new gas to rem ain in tho atm os­ 
phere or to be bound to the earth as the 
atm osphere is, and he infers consequent­ 
ly that it extends through all space. 
It 
forms probably loss than oue-m illiouth 
part of the e a rth ’s atm osphere, and from 
w hat has beeu ascertained concerning it 
it follow s th a t it is 10,000 tim es lig h ter 
than bvdiogeu. 
Mr. Brush has nam ed 
th e new gas “ eth erio n ,” 
signifying 
“ high in th e heavens,” 
It is am ong th e probabilities th a t the 
new gas m ay replace the present ether 
hypothesis, w hich 
is doing d uty for 
science in explaining the phenom ena of 
lig h t and electricity, and show th at the 
m edium for these is not a continuous 
ether, 
but gaseous molecules, 
w ith 
modes of m otion yet unknow n. 
Dr. 
S pringer drew atten tio n to m any in te r­ 
esting features of B ru sh ’s discovery and 
the bearing it w ill have on fu tu re sci­ 
ence.—C incinnati Com m ercial Tribune.

One of the most interesting relics iii 
the N ational museum at W ashington is 
the camp chest used by W ashington 
throughout the Re volution, it is a com­ 
pact affair about the size of a to u rist’s 
w icker chest for cooking of the present 
day, 2 
feet long, 2 feet wide, I foot 
high, and it contains an outfit consist 
ing of tinder box, 
pepper and suit 
boxes, bottles, knives, forks, gridiron 
and plates. Every bit of the outfit save 
one bottle, which is broken ut the 
shoulder, looks strong enough to stand 
another campaign. 
Near by are the tents used by W ash­ 
ington—three in number. 
One its a 
■leeping tent, 28 feet long, w ith walls 
8 feet high and a roof w ith a 8 foot 
pitch. 
It is made of lim n. 
The other 
two are marquee tents of sm aller size, 
one w ith walls, the other a shelter tent 
open on the sides. That the tenting ma 
terial of Revolutionary days was good

The National Society of the Spanish- 
American war, an outgrowth of the re­ 
lief work done by some of the patriotic 
women during the late war, has been 
organized. 
Before the peace protocol 
was signed the womou of Carlisle, Pa. ; 
Grand Rapids and Baltimore started a 
movement to found local memorial so­ 
cieties, which has resulted iu the organ­ 
ization of the National society with the 
following officers: President, Clara Bar­ 
ton; vice presidents, Mrs. John A. Lo­ 
gan, 
Rear 
Admiral Winfield 
tscotfc 
Schley aud Major General Nelson A. 
Milos; 
secretary, Dr. 
Hildegard 
H. 
Languors* of Carlisle, Pa.; chairman 
of the executive committee, Professor 
Gay Carleton Lee, Johns Hopkins uni­ 
versity. 
The National advisory council 
is composed of the governors of the vari­ 
ous states, together with other promi­ 
nent Americans. The headquarters of 
the society are at Baltimore, and local 
councils of the society may, upou ap­ 
proval of the executive council, he form­ 
ed in any community. 
Membership iii the society is open to 
all patriotic white Americans. Applica­ 
tions for membership must be approved 
by the executive counci I. Men and wom­ 
en shuro equally in the honors and du­ 
ties of membership. The badge is a cir­ 
cular field of dark blue enamel, the edge 
of the field being worked into 18 points. 
On the field are IS golden stars encir­ 
cling the letters “ L. W. F .,” which 
stand for the motto of the society. This 
is, “ Lest We Forget.’’ 
The executive officers wear signet 
rings in the form of eagles’ claws grasp­ 
ing a card, upon which are engraved the 
letters “ L. W. F .” aod th e insignia of 
the rank of the wearer. 
The member­ 
ship fee, payable to the National socie­ 
ty, is l l yearly. 
Patrons and patron­ 
esses pay $5 each year, and life mem­ 
bers pay 11 OO in one payment. 
The lo- j 
cal fees are regulated by the local coun­ 
cils. The local councils have great free­ 
dom of action. 
All that is required of 
them is unswerving fidelity to the pur­ 
poses of tho National society, the pay­ 
ment of the does aud certain work on 
Memorial day. 
All other work is left 
to the local authorities. 
The purposes of the society are the 
building of a battle monument to the 
heroic dead of the Spanish-American 
war and the creation of a fund from 
which to provide memorial lectures 
commemorating the brave deeds of both 
the fallen heroes and courageous sur­ 
vivors of the last war. 
By means of 
these examples the society hopes to in­ 
culcate and foster trne patriotism. 
It 
w ill issue from time to time to the 
press copy for readable articles of a 
patriotic nature. 
The main object of 
the society is “ to train the youth of the 
laud, by the examples of the last war, 
in good citizenship aud earnest patriot­ 
ism .’’—New York Tribune. 


D O O R S OF V E N E E R . 


F e w flo o r * , Not K v*n th e Store C ost* 
1>. W a d e o f * e ! I « l W o o d . 
The very finest of doors are made 
nowadays of vt ueer on a body of pine. 
Even when made of mahogany or some 
other cost I v wood doors have to be ve­ 
neered. 
The body of the door is made 
of a plain, straight grained mahogany, 
while the surfaces are veneers of fine 
wood. 
In the finest doors tho body is made 
of selected w hite pine, free from sap 
and perfectly seasoned, which is cot in­ 
to narrow strips aud then glued to­ 
gether. The outer edges of this door are 
facet! with what is called a veneer, but 
which is really a strip of the fine wood 
half an inch or more in thickness. 
The 
inner edges of the frame, by the panels, 
are covered in the same manner with 
thick strips, in which the ornamental 
moldings or carvings are made and 
which are grooved to receive the panels. 
This bui lt up fram e of white pine, 
with edges of the fine wood, is then 
veneered with the fine wood. 
In some 
lighter doors the panels may be of solid 
m ah ogan y, but in the finer, larger and 
heavier doors the panels also are mail© 
of sheets of white pine with a veneering 
of the fine wood, so that the entire door 
is veneered. 
It would he difficult, if not impossi­ 
ble, to procure at any cost mahogany 
lumber in fine and beautiful woods of 
sufficient size for the larger doors. The 
bnilt 
np and veneered door of pine 
wood, however, has every appearance 
of a solid door, and, made of selected 
veneers, it may be more beautiful than 
a solid door would be. 
It is more serv­ 
iceable and n mains longer perfect. 
Its 
cost is about half what a solid door 
would cost.—New York Sun.

The Cincinnati section of the Amen 
can Chemical society has started its 
series of fall and winter meetings most 
auspiciously, 
th e chemists, engineers 
aud professional men of the city who 
received the cordial welcome of Pro­ 
fessor T. H. Norton to the initial meet­ 
ing of the chemical lecture room at the 
university buildings were favored with 
an exceedingly interesting paper by Dr. 
Alfred Springer on that latest acquisi­ 
tion to the family of elements—ether ion. 
The discovery of this by the eminent 
American 
electrician 
and scientist, 
Charles F. Brush, has started discussion 
in the scientific circles of the world, and 
if the theories connected with it are es­ 
tablished 
the discovery bids fair to 
rank with the most important of the 
century. 
Dr. Springer said the last decade of 
the nineteenth century has been as rich 
in new discoveries as it had been icono­ 
clastic in upsetting theories aud facts 
that before were considered well estab­ 
lished. In the past two years new gases 
before unsuspected have been discovered, 
and these—argon, helium, neon aud 
uietargon—now rank among the splen­ 
did triumphs of modem chemistry. 
Brush is content to call etherion a 
gas. It may be an element, but tho dis­ 
coverer does not claim this. I Ie even in­ 
timates that further investigating may 
show it to consist of several elementary 
gases. It presents phenomena, however, 
such as are giveu by no known gases, 
aud its properties are extraordinary. 
It 
is a constituent of the atmosphere and 
occurs occluded in many substances. Its 
chief characteristics, as pointed out by 
Dr. Springer, is its enormous beat con­ 
ductivity at 
low vacuum 
pressure. 
Brush discovered the new gas while 
making a series of high vacuum experi­ 
ments. 
His apparatus was the modified Mc­ 
Leod gauge and a thermometer. 
When 
the glass of the apparatus was heated 
after a vacuum had been produced, he 
saw that gas was evolved from the 
glass, rapidly at first, then more slow­ 
ly, but never stopping till the tempera­ 
ture was reduced. 
On cooling the gas 
was partially reabsorbed. Some always 
remained unabsorbed. 
Brush tried to 
make absorption complete by introduc­ 
ing pulverized glase into the vacuum, 
aud iii doing this discovered the most 
phenomenal property of the new gas. 
With pulverized soda glass and a good 
vacuum it was found that by continu­ 
ous reduction of pressure a point was 
reached where the new gas contracted 
heat 30 times as fast as hydrogen, the 
latter being hitherto the fastest heat 
conductor among known gases. This cir­ 
cumstance convinced Brush he bad dis­ 
covered an entirely new gas, with heat 
conducting capacity immensely beyond 
any before known. 
Several other substances, 
snob as 
pine wood charcoal, gave off the new 
gas. Brush kept the pulverized glass at 
a high heat for several days iu the at­ 
tempt to deprive it of all the new gas 
in it. He believes the gas resides iii the 
glass, not merely on it. 
He found that 
s i m p ly exposure to the air was sufficient 
to rejuvenate the glass from which the 
gas had been taken. 
The molecular velocity of hydrogen 
at the temperature of melting ice is 
5,571 feet a second, w h i l e the molecular 
velocity of the new gas is 557,100 feet, 
or 105 miles u second. 
At this rate Mr. 
Brush says that it would be impossible 
for the new gas to remain iii the atmos­ 
phere or to be bound to the earth as tIi© : 
atmosphere is, and he infers consequent-1 
ly th at it extends through all space. 
It 
forms probably less than one-mil lion th 
part of tim e a rth ’s atmosphere, and from 
w hat has been ascertained concerning it 
it follows th a t it is 10,000 times lighter 
than hydrogen. 
Mr. Brush has nsuud ■ 
the new gas “ etherion. ” 
signifying« 
“ high iii the lieaveus.” 
It is among the probabilities that the 
new gas may replace the present ether 
hypothesis, which is doiug duty for 
science iii explaining the phenomena of 
light and electricity, and show that the 
medium for these is not a continuous 
ether, 
hut gaseous molecules, 
with 
modes of motion yet unknown. 
Dr. 
Springer drew attention to muuy inter­ 
esting features of Brush’s discovery and 
the bearing it will have on future Bel­ 
out®. —Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.
